Malinowski said in 
addition to infrastruc¬ 
ture questions, neigh¬ 
bouring residents want 
to know how access 
from the proposed 
development will impact 
roads in the area and 
how traffic will impact 
the area. She said that 
while she isn’t necessar¬ 
ily against development, 
she would like basic 
questions answered 
before the development 
proceeds. 

“(Council is) voting on 
something that is going 
to change this whole 
area of the community 
and nobody seems to 
have asked those rela¬ 
tive questions. Can you 
imagine if the town has 
to put in a couple hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars 
worth of infrastructure? 

This is serious busi¬ 
ness,” she said. 

Malinowski wondered 
why more answers to 
these types of ques-

There are several 
steps that must take 
place before develop¬ 
ment proceeds. Now 
that council members 
have rezoned the prop¬ 
erty, the developer can 
submit a detailed devel¬ 
opment plan to the town 
for review by the town’s 
development depart¬ 
ment. Once the plan is 
approved by the devel¬ 
opment department, a 
building permit must 
then be submitted and 
approved before any 
construction is started. 


A recommendation 
from town administra¬ 
tors to rezone a parcel 
of property at 2425-13 
Ave. from R-2 General 
Residential to R-5 
Residential High Density 
was approved by council 
members at the March 
10 meeting. 

The re-designation 
now allows the pro¬ 
ponent of a proposed 
high-density residen¬ 
tial apartment block to 
make their development 
application. 

About 25 to 30 neigh¬ 
bouring residents of the 
proposed development 
expressed their con¬ 
cerns at a public hearing 
immediately before the 
decision was made by 
council members. 

Neighbouring resi¬ 
dents who packed the 
council chambers want¬ 
ed to know where the 
water and sewer lines 
will enter the property, 
what happens if con¬ 
struction at the devel¬ 
opment contaminates 
water wells in the adja¬ 
cent area and how con¬ 
struction traffic will be 
handled on the narrow 
streets in the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

One of the neighbour¬ 
ing residents to the 
proposed development, 
Marjorie Malinowski, 
said in an interview fol¬ 
lowing the meeting that 
most people who attend¬ 
ed the hearing are con¬ 
cerned about the infra¬ 
structure in the area,

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Council members share opinions on RCMP priorities

Town council mem¬ 
bers discussed on March 
10 what they would like 
to see as priorities for 
the Didsbury RCMP to 
follow in the detach¬ 
ment’s annual perfor¬ 
mance plan (APP). 

The discussion fol¬ 
lowed Sgt. Kimberley 
Pasloske telling coun¬ 
cil members that she 
will be formulating a 
plan following consul¬ 
tations with town offi¬ 
cials plus other officials 
of other communities 
in the detachment area. 
The RCMP's fiscal year 
begins on April 1. 

At the end of the dis¬ 
cussion, council mem¬ 
bers passed a motion 
that they would like to 
see the RCMP focus on 
education and enforce¬ 
ment regarding illegal 
drugs in the community, 
increasing police visibil¬ 
ity and tackling property 
crimes. 

“1 would like to see 
more effort put into the 
drug situation in our 
community,” said Coun. 
Garth Hollinger. “It is 
growing. It’s been easier 
and easier to obtain.” 

Coun. Lavar Adams 
said he would like to 
see an increased pres¬ 
ence of police patrolling 
the community. He said 
he's seen the police in 
his neighbourhood once 
since 2009. 

“Being seen in the com¬ 


munity is what makes 
people secure. I’ve not 
seen a lot of visibility in 
town," he said. 

Coun. Gail Nowlan 
suggested the RCMP 
could coordinate with 
the town’s community 
peace officers to poten¬ 
tially share the workload 
of pat rolling the commu¬ 
nity. 

Derek Sutherland, the 
town’s manager of pro¬ 
tective services, said 
community peace offi¬ 
cers aren’t able to do 
enforcement on drug 
issues except to report 
observations to the 
RCMP for followup. 

Community officers 
are able to perform non- 
crinunal traffic enforce¬ 
ment under the Traffic 
Safety Act, participate 
in joint checkstops and 
enforce all statutes relat¬ 
ed to animals. 

Sutherland said that 
although community 
peace officers some¬ 
times observe vari¬ 
ous types of criminal 
behaviour, they can only 
observe and call the 
RCMP for followup. 

A new commu¬ 
nity peace officer was 
expected to start with 
the town on March 16. 
Once the officer starts, 
they will be receiving 
upgraded training to 
handle all non-criminal 
aspects related to liquor 
and gaming offences, all 
tow-n bylaw complaints, 
all provincial-statute 
animal complaints and 


all aspects of the Traffic 
Safety Act. 

The new officer will 
allow the town to have 
Saturday coverage as 
well as an increased 
weekday presence. 

There was some dis¬ 
cussion amongst coun¬ 
cil members during the 
meeting that because 
the town doesn’t yet 
pay for its own polic¬ 
ing, the RCMP must 
juggle Didsbury’s pri¬ 
orities amongst all the 
communities within the 
detachment area. Once 
the town officially reach¬ 
es the 5,000 population 
mark and begins paying 
for a portion of detach¬ 
ment costs, expected 
at the next census in 
2016, the town will then 
receive some dedicated 
RCMP coverage within 
town limits. As it cur¬ 
rently stands, Didsbury 
receives RCMP cover¬ 
age as allotted amongst 
all the other priorities 
throughout the detach¬ 
ment. 

In an interview, 
Pasloske said once she 
gathers the information 
from consultations with 
all stakeholders within 
the detachment area, 
she will formulate an 
APP and present that to 
council. 

“I take that informa¬ 
tion from town council 
and then I work with 
them as a team to iden¬ 
tify strategies with them 
to address those priori¬ 
ties. It’s really (council)

telling us where they 
want to go (in terms of 
priorities),” she said. 

Pasloske said she 
hopes to share the APP 
with council by the 
beginning of April. 

The RCMP relies on 
town council and vari¬ 
ous other groups to 
help identify issues that 
might be of concern in 


the community. By shar¬ 
ing crime statistics on 
a quarterly basis with 
groups, councillors or 
others are kept informed 
about what may or 
may not be trends. 
Community members 
can then identify issues 
that the RCMP might 
want to focus on. 

“When w e go to council 


and we go to the commu¬ 
nity groups, they should 
have a pretty good idea, 
because we’ve been 
keeping them informed 
throughout, of where 
we’re seeing our crime 
issues. What we need, 
definitely, is for commu¬ 
nity members to identify 
what they see as (priori¬ 
ties),” she said. 


Campaigning “starts now,” 

PC candidate Wade Bearchell says

As far as Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills 
(ODTH) Progressive 
Conservative party can¬ 
didate Wade Bearchell is 
concerned, the drive to 
represent the constitu¬ 
ency in the next elec¬ 
tion has already begun, 
even if the writ (the sig¬ 
nal to start the election 
campaign) hasn’t been 
dropped yet. 

“As I’m concerned, 
campaigning starts right 
now,” he told reporters. 

Bearchell, a 47-year- 
old Olds town coun¬ 
cillor, won the party's 
nomination on the first 
ballot on Saturday, 
March 14, defeating 
fellow Olds council¬ 
lor Debbie Bennett and 
former Mountain View 
County councillor Ron 
Richardson, according 
to ODTH PC Association 
president William 
Stevenson. 

Stevenson would not 
say how many votes 
any of the candidates 
received. He would only 
say that 249 votes were 
cast and one ballot was 
spoiled. 

So far, Bearchell’s only 
other announced oppo¬ 
sition to represent the 


constituency is Wildrose 
party candidate Nathan 
Cooper, who obtained 
his party’s nomination by 
acclamation. 

The PC vote took place 
in a room at the Olds 
Legion Hall. The room 
was packed with twice 
as many people as there 
were chairs for them to 
sit in. They stood along 
the walls and in the back 
of the room. Some hung 
out in the doorways. 

“I just wanted to say, 
and I’m sure Ron and 
Debbie feel the same, it 
was - win or lose - it was 
a really, really enlighten¬ 
ing and fun experience,” 
Bearchell said after his 
victory was announced. 

“I’m happy that I pre¬ 
vailed, hut at the end of 
the day, I’m hoping it 
was for the same - you 
know, everybody ran for 
the right reasons. We’re 
all going to have to get 
together here and we’ll 
probably be looking at 
an election pretty soon, 
so let’s put our nose to 
the grindstone, starting 
pretty soon." 

During an interview 
with the news media, 
Bearchell described his 
win and the support he 
received as “a very hum¬ 
bling experience.” 

Bearchell said he’s 


looking forward to com¬ 
peting for votes with 
Cooper. 

“Nathan’s been a coun¬ 
cillor in Carstairs, just 
as I am in Olds, and he’s 
going to be a great candi¬ 
date and it’s going to be a 
fun debate," he said. 

Bearchell was asked 
what he and his party 
have to do to win this 
riding for the PCs. Tire 
Wildrose party won it in 
the last election before 
MLA Bruce Rowe defect¬ 
ed to the Tories last 
December. 

“You know, a big part 
of it will be what the 
party does; what the pre¬ 
mier does over the next 
short period of time," 
Bearchell said. 

“I know what 1 ran 
on. I ran on keeping my 
promises and making 
sure that I’m going to be 
out in this constituency, 
working hard for all the 
residents in all the com¬ 
munities, and I’m going 
to be drilling that mes¬ 
sage home the whole 
time I’m campaigning," 
he said. 

“Well all the candi¬ 
dates were very respect¬ 
able and we rill treated 
each other very well. 
There wasn’t any sort of 
infighting or anything," 
Bearchell said. 
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Strong year for Mountain View Credit Union

This past year was a 
strong one for Mountain 
View Credit Union 
(MVCU). 

Its operating net 
income increased from 
0.44 per cent to 0.50 per 
cent. 

Results were 

announced during the 
credit union’s 38th 
annual general meeting 
March 3 at the Pomeroy 
Inn & Suites. 

“Given our recent 
expansion, moderniza¬ 
tion and improvement 
projects, we feel these 
are solid results," a sum¬ 
mary issued during the 
AGM said. 

Operating expenses 
rose slightly, but they 
actually decreased from 
2.53 per cent to 2.48 per 
cent as a percentage of 


assets. 

“The main driver of 
this difference was a 
reduction in personnel 
expenses, due to tem¬ 
porary vacancies cre¬ 
ated by turnover,” the 
summary says. “Given 
the temporary nature 
of those differences, 
and the increased occu¬ 
pancy costs associated 
with the new branch and 
administration office in 
Olds, this ratio is expect¬ 
ed to increase in 2016." 

Other income climbed 
to 0.59 per cent from 
0.58 per cent in 2013. 
Its loan loss ratio rose 
by 0.01 per cent but has 
remained at what the 
credit union calls “an 
acceptable level" for the 
third straight year (0.06 
per cent). 

The financial mar¬ 
gin for MVCU was 
unchanged from 2013 at 


2.45 per cent. 

“This is around the 
same level that we have 
seen since 2009, the 
year following the most 
recent economic down¬ 
turn," the summary says. 

A payment of nearly 
$775,000 in dividends 
was made to MVCU 
members, an increase of 
seven per cent over pre¬ 
vious years. 

“This brings the total 
profit-sharing paid to 
date to nearly $17.5 
million," the document 
says. “We look forward 
to the continued return 
of our profits to our 
members and our com¬ 
munities." 

MVCU had a second 
consecutive year of 
strong loan growth in 
2014. 

Member loan growth 
hit 6.1 per cent. That 
includes residential 


mortgage growth of 10.1 
per cent and commercial 
loan growth of 6.7 per 
cent. However, that was 
offset by weaker growth 
rates of -0.9 per cent and 
1.2 percent in consumer 
and agricultural lending 
respectively. 

Member deposits grew 
at a rate of 11.7 per cent. 

MVCU officials 
describe that rate as 
“exceptional," however, 
they say, “we expect that 
a portion of this growth 
was temporary in nature 
and will weigh on 2015 
results.” 

Demand deposits and 
registered plans were 
both up by 5.9 per cent 
while term deposits “sig¬ 
nificantly outperformed” 
at 29.3 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to the summary. 

“Our liquidity position 
is strong, if not slightly 
above our target range,”

it says. 

The credit union 
warns that part of the 
reason for its strong per¬ 
formance this past year 
were non-operational 
items that contributed a 
net amount of $449,000. 

The summary warns 
the economy may make 
things tough in the com¬ 
ing year. However, it 
also says MVCU is in a 
good position to with¬ 
stand that. 

“There is a great deal 
of uncertainty in our 
current economic envi¬ 
ronment. With oil prices 
at lows not seen since 
the last recession and 
10-year Canadian bond 
yields at record lows, 


tough decisions are 
being made,” the docu¬ 
ment says. 

“Mountain View Credit 
Union does not have a 
lot of direct exposure to 
the oil and gas market, 
but like any company in 
Alberta, we will likely 
feel the effects of any 
prolonged weakness in 
oil prices. 

“We have very minimal 
exposure to currency 
rate fluctuations. With 
the decrease in the Bank 
of Canada rate, our 
expectations for future 
interest rate increases 
has been pushed out fur¬ 
ther into the future; until 
at least 2016,” the sum¬ 
mary says.

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Food bank looking for more donations, volunteers

The Mountain View 
Food Bank (MVFB) is 
getting busier with the 
worsening of the econo¬ 
my, say volunteers with 
the organization. 

The number of peo¬ 
ple seeking help from 
the food bank has risen 
15 per cent so far this 
year over the same 
time period in 2014, 
and that number in turn 
increased 13 per cent 
from 2013. About 3,000 
hampers were handed 
out in 2014. 

New clients who 
accessed the food bank 
for the first time have 
also doubled in 2015 
from the same time peri¬ 
od a year ago. 

“We’re getting regu¬ 
lar calls (from people 
wanting hampers)," said 
Harry Wame, a director 
on the organization’s 


board. 

“We’re already seeing 
the (economic) effects 
of what’s happening in 
the province,” added 
Vicky Johnson, presi¬ 
dent of the MVFB.

noting that total dona¬ 
tions were down in 2014 
to about $734,000-worth 
from the previous year. 

While the food bank 
- which serves all of 
Mountain View County 
and the urban centres 
within it as well as 
Bowden - is only open 
from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
on Tuesdays, volunteers 
regularly fill emergen¬ 
cy hampers as need¬ 
ed. People can simply 
phone the food bank at 
403-556-1693 and leave 
a message. Requests 
should include family 
size and other pertinent 
details so volunteers 
can fill a hamper. 

The food bank has 
about 45 volunteers to 
operate the organiza¬ 
tion, including members 
of the board of direc¬ 
tors. But most of the 
volunteers are 60 and 
over and the directors 
would like to see a few 


younger people helping 
out. The volunteers log 
about 60,000 hours of 
time per year. 

“This is a totally vol¬ 
unteer organization,” 


Wame said. “No one is 
paid. We’re really look¬ 
ing for volunteers.”

In March 2013, the 
then formidable Alison 
Redford along with Dave 
Hancock, called for t he 
closure of the Michener 
Centre in Red Deer, 
the longtime home of 
125 severely disabled 
persons, one of which is 
my sister Jody Kvem. 

This closure meant 
forced eviction for my 
sister ;md her 125 peers, 
many whom have lived 
at Michener for 20, 30, 

40 years with caregivers 
(AUPE members) 
that have also been at 
Michener for multiple 
decades. 

The rationale of the 
closure came down to 
one word: institution. 

This closure 
announcement of 
Michener, despite the 
eight Premier’s Awards 
of Excellence in the past 
13 years that Michener 
has garnered, and the 
highest accreditation 
in mental health care 
that no other facility, 
community group home 
and/or hospital in the 
province can boast. 

From the very start, this 
closure made no sense. 

From the very start, 
Danielle Smith and 
Kerry Towle of the 
then Wildrose party 
were there to strongly 
advocate for my disabled 
sister and her voiceless 
peers.

Who pays for the pavement 
on 24th Street, assuming access 
is made through 24th Street, 
and it is tom up to install water 
and sewer to this development? 
Interesting question, since the 
residents have tried several times 
to get the town to install the 
water lines, especially when they 
upgraded the sewer system on 
that street during the pavement 
installation. On numerous 
occasions they were told it will 
never happen and they will 
always have to have their own 
water wells. 

I would challenge anyone, but 
specifically the town councillors 
and mayor, to drive down 23rd 
Street and turn west on 13th 
Avenue, drive up the rough gravel 
back alley style street to 24th 
Street. Then try to manoeuvre 
between and around the parked 
vehicles and small children. 

Once you have made this drive, 
consider what will happen when 
the construction equipment and 
construction workers descend 
upon the site. Where will the 
workers park their vehicles? How 
will the gravel trucks, cement 
trucks, lumber delivery trucks, 
etc., get down the streets to the 
site?

On March 10 at the Town of 
Didsbury council chambers 
there was a public hearing that 
was filled with frustration and 
unanswered questions. Since 
I am a resident that would be 
impacted by this redesignation 
of 2425 - 13 Ave. (former Brian 
Banfield lands), I attended the 
meeting.

The Didsbury Figure Skating Club 
held its most prestigious event on 
March 15 at the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex. 

The year-end carnival featured about 
65 skaters ranging in age from three to 
16. The youngest skaters practised two 
group routines and a finale for about 
three to five hours since January, while 
the older skaters aged nine to 16 prac¬ 
tised one solo and one group routine.

improved from the beginning of the 
year. A lot of them couldn’t even stand 
on skates in the beginning and now 
they’re skating across the ice. So it’s a 
really big deal for the little ones," said 
coach Llonda Leaver. 

For older skaters, the show is a 
good opportunity to practise in front 
of a crowd, with all the tension that 
provides. The show can be useful for 
older skaters who also skate in front 
of judges at various times during the 
season, who measure their progress on 
various skills such as spins, dances and 
jumps. The carnival also prepares them 
for various competitions they attend 
throughout the season. Leaver said. 

Several skaters participated in the 
Carstairs competition earlier this sea¬ 
son, while skaters will also attend a 
competition in Red Deer from March 


19 to 22. The final competition this 
season will be from March 27 to 29 in 
Lethbridge. 

Leaver said for the older skaters, 
some of whom have been skating for 
seven years at the higher competitive 
level, their skating has improved dra¬ 
matically. 

“Even in their self-confidence. In 
their whole (outlook), they get confi¬ 
dent from (skating). Once you get to 
the higher figure skating levels, a coach 
can’t judge you anymore for your levels, 
and they also go to test days," she said. 

The older skaters have been judged 
at various times during four test days 
this season where judges measured 
their skills. The 16 competitive skaters 
passed about 35 various tests. 

“That shows that the girls are moving 
up," Leaver said.

The Dragons lead 
shrank to nine points at 
the end of 30 minutes of 
play at 46-37, while both 
teams scored 10 points in 
the final quarter.

Town receives extra MSI funding 


BY PAUL FREY 


The Town of Didsbury 
will be receiving an 
extra $243,000 in 2014-15 
Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative funding for 
infrastructure spending. 

The top-up to last year’s 
funding was announced 
by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment on March 6 as 
an aid to municipalities, 
which may experience a 
cut in funding as the pro¬ 
vincial government pre¬ 
pares to table its 2015-16 
budget over the next few 


weeks. 

Roy Brown, the town’s 
chief administrative 
officer, informed coun¬ 
cil members during the 
March 10 council meet¬ 
ing of the extra cash the 
town will be receiving. 

In an interview follow¬ 
ing the meeting, Brown 
said administration 
would be preparing a 
request for decision for 
council members to con¬ 
template what the money 
should be spent on. 

Among the projects 
council members have to 
consider could include 


the Rosebud wastewater 
trunk line or the new fire 
hall. The trunk line is a 
project that would be 
one-third funded by each 
of the federal, provincial 
and municipal govern¬ 
ments, meaning that the 
town would only pay 
about $350,000 of a $1.8- 
million cost. The line is 
in the northwest comer 
of Didsbury and would 
go across to the lagoons. 

Brown said adminis¬ 
tration expects to put 
the decision to council¬ 
lors for the March 24 
meeting. 


“(The trunk line) would 
eliminate the Valarosa 
lift station,” Brown said, 
adding the town has yet 
to submit a grant applica¬ 
tion for the project. 

“Council may (alterna¬ 
tively) choose to put it 
toward a new fire hall, or 
they may choose to put it 
toward any other project. 
It’s definitely a council 
decision," he said. 

The money for 
Didsbury was part of 
a $400-million top-up 
for municipalities to 
spend on infrastructure 
projects.
